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REMARKS 

The application has been amended and is believed to be 
in condition for allowance. 

Claims 3 and 8-13 have been withdrawn from 
consideration . 

Figure 3 has been amended as required by the Official 

Action . 

Claim 7 was amended as suggested by the Official 

Action . 

Claim 4 has been amended responsive to the 
indef initeness rejection. Withdrawal of the rejection is 
solicited . 

Claims 1 and 5^7 were rejected as anticipated by 
HOSHINO 5,438,582. 

Claims 1, 2 and 4 were rejected as anticipated by SEO 
EP 1 061 509. 

The subject matter of claim 5 has incorporated into 
claims 1 and 7, claim 5 being cancelled. These amendment also 
makes explicit that the recording waveform signal data is 
corrected to suppress the overshoot and/or the undershoot at the 
position at which the light waveform emitted by the light source 
has the overshoot and/or undershoot. Therefore, only the 
anticipation rejection over HOSHINO need be addressed. 

Page 4 of the Official Action offers HOSHINO as 
disclosing (Figures 6, 11, and 13) where the recording waveform 
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data includes a level for suppressing an overshoot and/or an 
undershoot at a position corresponding to a position at which a 
waveform of the recording light emitted from the light source 
forms the overshoot and/or the undershoot.

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Figures 6, 11 and 13 show that the power monitor signal 
is corrected. 

However, the claim recitation requires that the 
recording waveform signal data be corrected to suppress the 
overshoot and/or the undershoot. 

HOSHINO makes no teaching regarding correcting the 
level of the recording waveform data to suppress the 
overshoot/undershoot at the position at which the light waveform 
emitted by the light source has the overshoot/undershoot. 

In view of this shortcoming of HOSHINO, the claims are 
believed patentable. Reconsideration and allowance of claims 1 
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and 7, as well as their dependent claims, are respectfully 
requested .
